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VULCAN RED CROSS 
HAD BIG YEAR 

(Continued Fro^a Last Week) 

It might be of interest to you to 
know that approximately 362% lbs. 
of yarn was knitted in to service and 
refugee garments; 742 yards of flan- 
relette, grey and white, was used for 
quilts, coat lining, nighties and pan- 
ties; J97 yards of woollen material 
was cut into little coats and dresses 
.and 169 yards of cotton material was 
made into sheets, pillow cases, hot 
water cottle covers, pneumonia jack¬ 
ets, ice bag covers, etc. and 72 lbs. of 
quilt bats were used up rn making 
quilts. 1000 yards of gauze and 74 
• Ins. of absorbent and non-absorbent 
cotton has been used, in making sur¬ 
gical dressings. A large shipment of 
yam was received on Dec. 19th con-' 
sisting of 60 lbs. 4 lbs. was given out 
leaving at the end of 1942, 56 lbs. plus 
6 lbs. of other yarn previously on 
hand. Now yam is available to Red 
Cross workers for socks, gloves, V 
necked swea ters, turtle neck sweatee 
"helmets, and children’s garments. 

1 want also to mention the Red 
Cross display of quilts, knitted goods 
for the men in the services, and re¬ 
fugee garments which we put on last 
February in conjunction with a Red 
Cross tea, put on by the finance com¬ 
mittee. It gave a very good idea of 
the amount of work that was being 
done by our workers. While it would 
be impossible to mention all the good 
faithful Red Cross workers, I would 
like to give mention to perhaps our 
oldest, Mrs. R. U. Love, who is 82 
years old, and has turned in approxi¬ 
mately 166 knitted garments, besides 
making a quilt. Miss Una Love has 
made and donated 53 pr. of lovely felt 
baby slippers, besic.es doing other 
sewing and knitting. Miss lair has 
knitted 126 articles, and made up con¬ 
siderable sewing. Her pupils in grades 
1 and 2 have collected and turned in 
1320 pennies, which were spent at 
their request, for the Milk for Britain 
bund, queen Canadian F'und, wool 
comforts for dunnage bags and house¬ 
wives for the "comfort bags. They 
took a great interest in knowing just 
what their money was being spent for. 
They also purchased a prs. of stock¬ 
ings for refugee bundles. 

Grades 3 and 4 (Miss Cameron s 
room) turned in two lovely knitted af- 
ghans, which boys and girls alike, 
helped to knit, and also 275 pennies 
for Red Cross work. They are busy 
now making another afghan. 

l’upils of Grade 7 contributed 367 
pennies and the girls did quite a lit¬ 
tle sewing and knitted some scarves. 

1 think you will agree that Mrs. H. 
Spanke deserves honourable men¬ 
tion. Besides making 5 quilts, and 
considerable other sewing of gar¬ 
ments, she was served all year on the 
cutting committee, working regularly 
every week, as well as being a veiy 
active member of the finance commit- 

te * would like also to mention the 
Good Deeds W.I. and the Eastway 
Social Club. Both are composed ot 
busy farm women who have been very 
faithful all year, taking out quanti¬ 
ties of sewing and knitting all year, 
besides making quilts. 

1 would like also to pay tribute to 
Mrs. A. J. Maisey who has been a 
steady, faithful worker. We regret 
very much that she is ill in the Vulcan 
hospital and sincerely wish her a 
speedy recovery to good health. 

It is the workers who take work out 
regularly and bring it. back the same 
way that gives the members of the 
work committee encouragement to 
carry on. - , 

I wish to thank the members of 
my committee, Mrs. Chester Rae, Mrs. 
l’atriquin, Mrs. It. Jamison and Mrs. 
Dawson for their co-operation during 
the past year.

Butter Ration 
One Third Pound 

Normal Butter Consumption Cut by 

Two-thirds; Hope That Situation 
May Ease in March 

In the good old days normal con¬ 
sumption of butter in the average 
family was 1 lb. weekly per person. 
This was considered healthful gnd 
proper from the standpoint of nuiri- 
ment. Amongst these engaged in 
hard physical labor, this average 
might be hi gher. 

The new regulations have introduc¬ 
ed a further cut in butter ration. In¬ 
stead of the Half-pound weekly, the 
new ration calls for one-third pound 
weekly, and one pound of butter must 
carry each individual for three week3. 
The War-Time Prices Board hopes 
that the half-pound ration may be re¬ 
stored in March if possible. 

Production is at lowest level in 
January and February, and it is ex¬ 
pected that the saving in the next six 
weeks will be about 8 million pounds 
throughout Canada. 

The brown “C” coupons for butter, 
numbered 5 and 6 will not expire un¬ 
til Feb. 28. Coupons 7 and 8 which 
become valid on Feb. 1 will not ex- 
pinfHill Feb. 28. Coupon 9, which is 
vjflid March 1 will expire March 14. 
The coupons 10 and 11 will nbt b?'' 
used. 

“The task of distributing a perish¬ 
able commodity like butter to thous¬ 
ands of retailers and millions of con¬ 
sumers, is, in normal times, a compli¬ 
cated one,” the board’s statement 
said, "but, under conditions of overall 
short supply coupled with unusually 
severe winter weather, the difficulties 
are materially increased. 

“The situation is further aggravat¬ 
ed by delays that have been experienc¬ 
ed in moving butter from producing 
areas to consuming areas and from 
areas of surplus supply to areas of 
short supply, as well as by the nee-l 
for replacing distributors’ minimum 
working stocks after the excessive 
sales which preceded the rationing 
plan. 

“One or two weeks’ butter supply 
is essential for this purpose, depend¬ 
ing upon proximity to supply sources. 

“No changes have been made in the 
arrangements to provide adequate 
supplies of butter for persons suffer¬ 
ing from diabetes and others requir¬ 
ing extra butter allowances.”

ERECTION OF THE MUNICIPAL DISTRICT OF VULCAN No. 128. 

Pursuant to the authority vested in me by Section 17a of The Municipal 
District Act, (being Chapter 41 of the Statutes of Alberta, 1926), the under¬ 
signed hereby orders: 

That the Munieipal District of Harmony, No. 128, the Municipal District 
of Marquis, No. 157, as to a part thereof, and the Municipal District of 
Royal, No. 158, be merged into one new Municipal District to be known and 
designated as the Municipal District of Vulcan, No. 128, and shall on and 
after the date this Order becomes effective comprise the following area: 

All that part of Township 17, Range 21, west of Lake McGregor; 
all those parts of Townships 14 and 15, Range 22, lying north and west 
of the Little Bow River; all of Township 16, Range 22; all of Township 17, 
Range 22; all of Township 18, Range 22, excepting thereout Sections 25 
and 36; all that part of Township 14, Range 23, lying north and west of 
the Little Bow River; all of Townships 15, 16, 17 and 18, Range 23; all 
of Townships 14, 15, 16, _J7 pnd, 18, Range 24; all of Townships 16, 17 
and 18 in Ranges 25 nad 26; all of the above described lands being west 
of the Fourth Meridian. , 

That the arear included by this Order within the above described boun¬ 
daries of the Municipal District of Vulcan, No. 128, shall be and is divided 
into five divisions, for electoral purposes, described as follows:— 

Division ]|o. 1* AJ1 those parts of Townships 14 and 15, Range 22, 
lying north andWest of the Little iBow River; all that part of Township 
14, Range 23, lying north and west of the Little Bow River; ail of Town¬ 
ship 15, Range 23; all of Townships 14 and 15, Range 24; all of the above 
described lands being west of the Fourth Meridian. 

Division No. 2: All of Township 16, Ranges 22 and 23; the south 
half of Township 17, Range 23; the east half of Township 16, Range 24; 
the east half of the south half of Township 17, Range 24; all of the above 
described lands being west of the Fourth Meridian. 

Division No. 3: The east half of Township 16, Range 24; the west 
half of the south half of Township 17, Range 24; all of Township 16, 
Ranges 26 and 26; the south half of Township 17, Ranges 25 and 26; 
all of the above described lands being west of the Fourth Meridian. 

Division No. 4: The west half of the north half of Township 17, 
Range 24; the west half of Township 18, Rang" 24; the north half of 
Township 17, Ranges 25 and 26; all of Township 18, Ranges 25 and 26; 
all of the above described lands being west of the Fourth Meridian. 

Division No. 5: All that part of Township 17, Range 21, west of 
Lake McGregor; all of Township 17, Range 22; all of Township 18, 
Range 22, excepting thereout Sections £5 and 36; the north half of 
Township 17, Range 23; all of Township 18, Range 23; the east half of 
the north half of Township 17, Range.

apd that the Council of the said Municipal District hereby constituted shall 
consist of five members; one councillor to be elected from each of the said 
divisions, and the candidate with the highest number of votes in each division 
shall be declared the councillor for that division. 

That Thursday, February 18th, 1943, be fixed as the date for receiving 
nominations for the office of councillor for each of the said divisions, and 
that the said nominations, and election (if any), shall be in accordance with 
Subsection (1), Paragraph (c) of Section 197 of the said Act. 

That the place for receiving nominations for the office of councillor shall 
be at the office of the forpier Municipal District of Royal, No. 158, Vulcan. 

That C. H. Andrews, Vulcan, be and is hereby appointed returning officer 
to conduct the election of one councillor for each division and who shall at 
least seven dear days before nomination day post up h notice in the form 
set out in the second part of Form “K” in the Schedule to The Municipal 
District Act in accordance with the provisions of Sections 204 and 209 of the 
said Act. 

That the returning officer shall divide the municipality into polling 
divisions and name a polling place or places therefor and appoint such deputy 
returning officers and poll clerks as are necessary.. 

That if a poll is required- in any division of the said municipal district 
it shall be held on Thursday, February 25th, 1943, from nine o’clock a.m. 
to five o’clock p.m. 

That A. W. Morrison be and he is hereby appointed to prepare or cause 
to be prepared a voters’ list of the said Municipal District of Vulcan, No. 128, 
in the same manner set out in Section 184 of the Municipal District Act 
and for such purpose shall have access to the assessment rolls and the voters’ 
lists of the Municipal Districts which are in part or in whole merged by this 
Order ilfto the Municipal District of Vulcan No. 128, and the said A. W. 
Morrison shall in compiling or causing to be compiled said voters’ list comply 
as far as possible with the provisions of Section 185, 186 and 187 of The 
Municipal District Act and carry out or cause to he carried out all the duties 
imposed by said Sections upon the Secretary-Treasurer of a municipal dis¬ 
trict at the time and in the manner required of a ^fcretary-Treasurer. 

That with respect to the date of erection, only, of the Municipal District 
of Vulcan, No. 128, this Order shall become effective on the 1st day of 
February, 1943. *- . 

That with respect to any other matteh'or thing referred to herein this 
Order shall become effective as of the date of the signing of the Order.

A special Rental Committee appointed 
by the Rentals Administrator is sitting 
; in Vulcan this week for die purpose of 
fixing rentals in the Town of Vulcan and 
area immediately adjacent. Chairman 
of the committee la Judge C. J. Ford, 
of Calgary and Mr. Herbert, Leah, anoth¬ 
er member of the committee, is assist¬ 
ing him with the interviews. 

Mr. Leah made a survey and exam¬ 
ination of premises hers some two weeks 
ago, taking pictures etc., for reference 
at the hearing now being conducted. 
Landlords and tenants were notified to 
appear at the hearing in the I.O.O.F. 
hall at certain hours the first four days 
of the week, the hearing lasting from 
Monday noon until Thuisday noon with 
evening sessions the first three days Its 
purpose was to hear facts presented by 
the respective landlords and tenants, 
and with these facts and the rules laid 
down by tha Rental Control Board, to 
fix maximum rentals. 

Each case is judged on its own merits. 
Tenants and landlords will be notified 
within the course of a week or two of 
what decision has been reached. These 
decisions are subject to appeal to the 
Rentals Appeal Board at Ottawa, 

Alberta dairy farmers came across 
with production in great style during 
1942, wihh a record of 1,799,858,500 
lbs. of milk for the year. The total 
value of all dairy products was $31,- 
770,000, an increase of $4,400 over the 
previous year. This, during a period 
of acute labor shortage, is considered 
a notable contribution to the nation’s 
war-time economy.

Egg Drop Brings 
Various Protests 


The sudden collapse of egg prices 
—36% inside of a month—is a matter 
upon which the Lethbridge Herald 
comments as follows: 

“More eggs wanted for Britain” 
says a release from the Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 'During the 
past year the Herald on its Fprnt 
1'age has carried a continuous stream 
of official propaganda urging farmers 
to produce more eggs. 

The price of eggs rose to 47 cents 
to the producer in the first week of 
December. That was for Grade A 
large. Early in Jan. the price to pro- 
uucers for the same grade dropped 
to 30 cents, a reduction of 17 cents, 
or 36 pet, cent. 

A drop of 36 per cent in the price 
farmers receive for an essential food 
commodity in one month isn’t likely 
to do much to help the greater produc¬ 
tion campaign. It may be that 47 
centB a dozen was too high a price 
for eggs in early December. But -vio¬ 
lent-fluctuations in prices, dictated by 
middlemen, will not help the produc¬ 
tion campaign. Rather, it will defin¬ 
itely hurt the campaign, especially 
when we know that, due to labor 
shortage, most farm families are 
working at top speed already.” 

* And from Jack Sutherland of Han¬ 
na comes further observation: “Last 
winter, farmers were told to increase 
production of eggs. Farm women, al- 
teady overworked, sent away for a 
much larger number of baby chicks, 
and old incubators were resurrected. 
We were told we must increase very 
greatly in the present year. Up till 
the first week of December egg prices 
were slowly rising. The same farm 
women were beginning to dream once 
more of getting a few of the many 
millions they had lost on eggs which 
were given away -ar below cost of 
production .between 1929-39. But then 
came the debacle. In Oalgary area we 
farmers received from a high of 47 
cts. in the first week of December to 
a low of 30 cts. a dozen for the same 
eggs by New Year’s Eve. Is this the 
way to encourage production ? What 
modern industrial corcem could stand 
a reduction of well over 36% in the 
price of its products in less than a 
month ? So can we blame many of 
our farm women when they declare 
with vehemence ‘Give us a system of 
production for use instead of profit 
where such things will not happen." 

“The executive of the U.F.A. have 
taken action by writing Hon. Jas. 
Gardiner pointing out that a 30 ct. 
price level in the period of high pro¬ 
duction costs is disastrous, both from 
the viewpoint of farm morale and the 
continuation of present high produc¬ 
tion levels. If the government wants 
eggs it is up to them.” 

Looking Forward 
To Hopper Threat 

Possibility of Infestation in Concen¬ 
trated Forms; Though General 
Situation Much Like 1942 

It seems an odd time to bring up 
the matter of grasshopper infestation, 
but forecasts of the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment entomologist are that over 
1,000,000 acres of Alberta’s finest 
wheat land may be subject to several 
attacks. Generally, the situation is 
much the same as in 1942. 

Mr. White-^ays: “Wherever grass¬ 
hoppers congregated on summerfai- 
low or in the margins of fields, far¬ 
mers can look for trouble, especially 
if thef spring is dry.” 

Despite - the fact that tremendous 
nuntbers of grasshoppers were killed 
off last spring and summer by the wet 
weather, enough survived to maintain 
a heavy population. 

Millions of grasshoppers laid their 
eggs last fall in the margins of fields, 
rather than go through the heavy 
stands. Provirm this were results se¬ 
cured by Mr. White during his sur- 
\ eys. 

In the margin of a strip in one field 
cast of Milo, he found 75 pods, or 
about 750 eggs, per square foot. A 
few yards into the strip the number 
of eggs per square foot was small. 

Severest threat to areas of this dis¬ 
trict is concentrated round Champion 
and Milo. But light and patchy out¬ 
breaks may be expect^; elsewhere. 

Due to grasshopper eggs being con¬ 
centrated in the piargins of fields and 
strips, Mr. White explained that large 
number of farmers will be able to re¬ 
duce the threat by making only a few 
rounds of their fields with implements 
He urged them, however, not to over¬ 
look any menacing spots' they find in 
the strips and fields. - 

What bait was used last year was 
mostly applied in July and August, 
and the amount used has declined 
steadily since 1940. Greater use last 
year would have reduced the menace 
for this year. Mr. White warm'd 
against farmers relaxing -their fight 
against grasshoppers. 
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FUEL SHORTAGE ' 

MLTITH reports of widespread fuel shortage filling the ■ 
^ newspapers; with word of schools and various pub¬ 
lic buildings closed because of insufficient heating, the 
picture th^fc flashes ■ .to the mind is of the immense 
* amount of fuel lying waste in Canada’s national parks. 
All through these people-owned parks are vast quanti¬ 
ties of fallen timber. Travelling over endless miles, one 
is confronted with this tangle of timber which destroys 
the sightliness of the scene and ye"t is permitted to lie 
nd rot. .It might supply moderate-weather fuel for in¬ 
numerable homes of the prairies and B.C. But appar¬ 
ently transportation is a discouraging factor, of particu¬ 


lar importance in war years. It is possibly not practic¬ 
able t<T transport that waste timber where it is needed, 
but whenever the cry of fuel shortage is raised, whfn 
people are driven to burning fence posts and pleading 
even for wood fuel to maintain some heat, the vision of 
waste resources in the national parks rises. 

It seems contradictory that a country possessing fuel 
of all sorts should shiver with cold. . ; * 

And we know that vast stretches of oui lands are un¬ 
derlaid with coal. Yet coal shortage has threatened ser¬ 
iously this winter. t k 

Has there been mismanagement or are these Condi-’ 
tions over which there can be ntf^control ? 

It sdems that it should have been quite possible to 
estimate with fair accuracy just how much fuel would 
be needed to keep Canadian buildings adequately heat¬ 
ed. Canadian winters come every year, and a severe 
winter is no surprise. There is surely plenty of data on 
the matter. It is inescapable. If sufficient fuel is not 
provided the entire population suffers in efficient use of 
time, and in health. Surely the capacity and manpow¬ 
er of all Canadian mines was thoroughly surveyed. On 
the basis of national safety and efficiency, it could have 
been-demanded that a sufficient staff of experienced men 
be conscripted to the job of mining to ensure all neces¬ 
sary output. 

How far should a nation go in jeopardizing health 
and fitness of children and civilian workers to add a few 
hundred or a few thousand men *o the army? What 
principles or differences are of sufficient importance to 
justify a strike of workmen at a period when peak pro¬ 
duction is required? 


MANITOBA’S POST-WAR SCHEME 


M ANITOBA has come forward with one definite plan 
as a post-war undertaking, and that is the electrifi¬ 
cation of the farms of the province. Already quite an 
amount of study has gone into the proposed scheme, in 
respect to financing, general survey, charges involved 
and co-operative assistance. 

The argument is that this is an age of electrification, 
and that Canada as a whole is singularly backward in 
making use of facilities which could be developed and 
extended to bring comfort to a much greater proportion 
of the population. The Ontario Hydro Service has rev¬ 
olutionized rural conditions of living to a degree appre¬ 
ciated most by those who can contrast the old and the 
new. In Sweden 50% of the farms are equipped with 
electric service, and United States is far advanced over 
Canada in this respect. 

With about one third of Canada's population on the 
land, slow progress has been made in recognizing the 
vital importance of bringing amenities of living to the 
farms. Present food demands are emphasizing how 
greatly the entire population of-this country dnd other 
countries depends upon the contentment and stability 
of those who provide the food. 3o long as farms are 
without a share of comfort enjoyed by urban centres, 
the drift of population will be‘toward the cities in ever- 
increasing degree. Electrification of rural areas is one 


good start in.making farm life more attractive. 

The survey of the Manitoba plan shows that only 500 
farms out of $68,000 are served at present by the pro¬ 
vincial hydro The project involves 1000. farmrf’the first 
year, and increases the program each year till 35,000 
fams are electrified at the end of ten years. 

The farm lines as planned at present, are to be a 
part of the Manitoba Power Commission. The capital 
cost of the major project would be almost 17 million 
and the annual cash subsidy would be $526,000. A 
proposed federal bonus of $21 per 1‘arnl would make it 
possible to provide the service at lower cost than the 
actual service. Farm rates would be uniform, and in¬ 
dependent of location, ^running at 8 cts. for the first 
K.W. hours and 2 cts. for all over that amount. 

The plan as outlined would bring co-operative assist¬ 
ance into play in many respects, in order to reduce op¬ 
erating costs. There are phases in which farmers work¬ 
ing co-operatively could speed a realization of the ser¬ 
vice. 

Manitoba’s plan deserves the consideration of other 
provinces. Electrification and improved rural housing 
are prominently mentioned in all post-war planning. 
Rural people list electricity as one of the first amongst 
desired facilities on any farm.

PERTINENT TOPICS 

DISCUSSED BY H. C. 


The strikes in Canada are not un¬ 
related to the resurgence of anti- 
British sentiment in the United States 
The two are not merely coincidental— 
they are timed as carefully as are 
military and naval manoeuvres in 
Europe. The rank ana file of work¬ 
ers who voted for the strikes are r.ot 
aware of this but the leaders are. All 
that the C.I.O. leaders do for the Al¬ 
lied cause is to offer lip service—the 
Judas kiss. It puts them in better 
posture for the stab in the back. The 
strikes in the anthracite mines, also 
C.I.O., are part of the picture, design¬ 
ed to damage war effor:. To appeal to 
their patriotism is as fntii; as the ap¬ 
peals made to Germany, Italy and Ja¬ 
pan in behalf of peace. The assump¬ 
tion was that like decent, honest na¬ 
tions they wanted pia'i whereas the 
very opposite was their desire and 
ambition. ^ 

That’s why it is so absuru to appeal 
to them to regard the seriousness of 
the situation. They do regard it. 
They are not inciting to strikes in 
spite of that situation but because ot 
iri If wages, hours and other condi¬ 
tions of labor were the same in peace 
times as they are today, there would 
be no thought of strikes. It is the war 
exigencies which mate the leaders 
think this a good time tc demand fur¬ 
ther concessions from employers. 
They believe the situation so scrieus 
the government da r e not deny their 
demands. And these are the men 
who, if we win in spite of them, will 
be insistent on places at the peace 
conferences. 

The C.I.O. union leader t, are . not 
against the war—they are for it. But 
they don't care which side wins. Their 
•care is to use it while it lasts to their 
own advantage. The governments of 
North American eountves will get no¬ 
where until they '•ecogni '.e that they 
are dealing with racketeers operating 
on a bigger scale thin Capone, Dii- 
linger or Dutch ShulV. but on a lower 
scale than Hitler, Mussolini or Hiro- 
hito, and that efforts a appeasement 
are worse than useless. "T 

It is childish to blame Hon‘.‘ Htlm- 
phrey Mitchell and to suggest that 
anyone else would Mvdone bitter, 
for no one else would avert a strike 
except by capitulation. What'is the 
use of arbitration If tin minority re¬ 
port must be accepted if it favors the 
unions? We may a? well scrap dis¬ 
putes if a man like Pr .f. King (Jor¬ 
don can override any two’inen. 

The government should have barked 
up its Labor JUinisty', but since the 
union leaders refused to arcept the 
concessions it is well that they were 
offered only to show, tht public that 
large bodiej of men working in es¬ 
sential war industries are under the 
control of leaders who have no honor. 


no patriotism, no consc ence. 

It is disheartening to have the lead¬ 
er of the C.C.F. condemning the gov¬ 
ernment’s proposals as unjust and 
niggardly and deman ling that *it re¬ 
sume negotiations. He overlooks that 
there'* were negotiations before, fol¬ 
lowed by arbitration a.id that it was 
ijie unions that refused to accept the 
award. The Premier’s proposal^ were 
unjust in that‘they went against bis 
cwn Minister and the majority award 
Imt it was anything but niggardly to 
tit - strikers. On the contrary, it was 
unduly generous. Tim Buck the lead- 
ei of the Canadian Communist party, 
tekes the same stand as Mr. Coldwell 
on the issue in appruvin ' an illegal 
strike in war time with the hypocrit¬ 
ical pretence that the government’s 
resistance is jeopardizing the war 
effort. 

Fout of the largest farm organiza¬ 
tions in the U.S. have agreed on a 
six point programme. Here are the 
first three of the point.-.: 1. The in¬ 
dustrial work week must be increased 
to 54 hours with no overtime-. 2. Ef¬ 
forts to unionize farm labor must 
cease. 3. Racketeering by union 
bosses and slowdowns must no 
stopped. 

In Canada, whenever farmers form¬ 
ed a political party of their own they 
joined lip with the political labor 
party and thus hsipp.d labor but 
themselves remained holding the bag.

The big shots 
in the L'.M.W. or C-LO. concern, de-' 
mand higher dues from the workers 
and the workers woul I Tike to pafltit 
on to the operators.

Col. Ralston inspected a reserve un¬ 
it lately and told the men they were 
doing a patriotic Ju:y in defending 
their homes. Since ’t is being done a:

s.end enough men- to meet it at the 
right spot, but” were content to enrol 
men for purely statistical purposes 


so that we should bo able to boast wc 
had so many hundreds of thousands of 
men and women in uniform, and were 
spending so many hundreds of mil¬ 
lions per annum in the war. 

The Colonel is in no position to ad¬ 
mit that these men are being enlisted 
not for a' military but for the almost 
opposite reason so we will admit it 
for him. These men will escape ra¬

A meeting of college presidents 
took place lately and of course it had 
to be in already overcrowded Ottawa. 
It was only a small gathering, but any 
other place would have done. Ottawa 
should^be reserved exclusively for 
people who want something from the 
government. 

Any man with some money and a 
Hair for publicity ,ccn, by spending 
a little of one get a lot of the other, 
merely by buying himself a spanking 
team of horses, putting them into 
fancy harness, hitching them to a cut¬ 
ter, sleigh bells and buffalo robes 
complete, and driving them along city 
streets in such winter days a$ we 
have now.

percents)?** of tuberculosis in swine is 
of the avian type and is transmitted 
to swine by .poultry. Consequently, 
farmers raising swine should take 
measures to prevent poultry having 
access to pig pens. If poultry are 
kept away from swine, healthy pigs 
are prevented from contracting avian 
tuberculosis.

Packages should be ordered through 
a dealer or any local Beekeepers’ As¬ 
sociation.- Large orders are likely to 
receive more attention than small 
ones. The Provincial Apiarist, W. G. 
leMaistre, Dept, of Agriculture, Ed¬ 
monton, has the names of most deal¬ 
ers and associations that handle pack¬ 
ages also a : list of California bee 
breeders. 

The price of honey in the United 
States and labour in the package bee 
industry have so increased that the 
price on package bees is already 30% 
higher than it was lest year.

What to Grow la 1943 

As a result of the Dominion- 
Provincial conference held in Ottawa 
last December, it it recommended 
that wheat plantings be reduced by 
nearly 4 million acres, and rye by 
almost % million acres. Increased 
summerfallow is not suggested; but 
we are advised to use the land t^ren 
out of wheat to increase the acreage 
of other crops as follows: oats, over 
lVi million; barley, % million; hay 
and clover, \ million; alfalfa, Yt 
million. 

The above adjustments are chiefly 
the concern of the prairie proVinees 
because we sow about 95 per cent 
of Canada's wheat acreage. Indeed, 
we can go further,and say that the 
rhange will he concentrated in 
Saskatchewan anti Alberta, because 
Manitoba planted less than two 
million arres of wheat in 1942. 

To the individual farmer the 
desired changes mean that, on the 
average, for every 100 acres of wheat 
he grew in 1942, he should grow 
only 82 in 1943. Obviously, these 
changes must be considered in rela¬ 
tion to district and to the possibility 
of increasing various classes of live- 
of) t-l)6 

open prairies, it will be difficult to 
reduce wheat acreages by 18 per 
cent. As a result of the announce¬ 
ment that the flax acreage should 
not be increased in 1943, it would be 
wise to forget about flax in the 
mixed farming areas, and concentrate 
our production in the plains where 
coarse grains do not do so well. If 
the government's wishes are to be 
realized, wheat acreage reduction 
must exceed 18 per cent where mixed 
farming is feasible and profitable 
Mora giMMt and/or cloven will he 
sdvantagww nearly eeorywhsca. 


Canada and United States through 
Cordell Hull and Leighton McCarthy 
are coming together in discussion of 
post-war trade relations. Freedom 
from tariff barriers and expanding 
production are' outlined in the pro-. 
posals as a start in attaining-objec¬ 
tives of the Atlantic Charter. 

Mir. Hull’s note outlines existing 
co-operative measures between the 
two countries and offers to co-Q£$r- 
ate in formulating a program of ac¬ 
tion, open to all other countries of a 
like mind, directed: 

“1. To the expansion of appropriate 
international and domestic measures, 
of production, employment and the 
exchange and consumption of goods, 
which are the material foundations of 
the liberty and welfare of all peoples; 

“2. To the elimination of all forms 
of discriminatory treatment in inter¬ 
national commerce and to the reduc¬ 
tion of tariffs and trade barriers, and 

“3. In general, to the attainment of 
all the economic objectives set forth 
in the joint declaration made on Aug. 
14, 1941 (the Atlantic Charter) by 
the president of the United States 
and the Prime Minister of the United 
Kingdom.” 

Mr. McCarthy subscribes to the 
sentiments, and the communications 
may furnish concrete evidence of a 
general system to be extended on a 
world-wide scale. 


A New Sanitarium 

Alberta will build a new $500,000 
tuberculosis sanitorium on the Uni¬ 
versity grounds in Edmonton, and 
provided the necessary priorities can 
be obtained, construction work will 
commence immediately the frost leaves 
the ground- In announcing this new 
project, Premier Aberhart said thaP 
Alberta, in common with all other 
provinces and countries, was experi¬ 
encing a war-time rise in the death 
rate from this disease. The number 
of those stricken has been increased 
by men returned from the armed serv¬ 
ices, and today all beds are occoupied, 
the waiting list lengthening, and a 
serious situation is present. While 
returned men suffering from the dis¬ 
ease are a direct charge of the Dom¬ 
inion, the province, under arrange¬ 
ment, is required to administer treat¬ 
ment and care. The new sanitorium 
will be the most modern of its kind 
in Canada, possibly in North Amer¬ 
ica, and will hold .300 beds. Officials 
hive a I reday surveyed sanitoria in 
othef parts of the country with a 
view to planning a treatment centre 
in keeping with modern methods.
